Affairs.

He was answerbig questions 
concerning the current India- 
China war. According to Mr. 
Jha, the war is "undeclared, but 
potentially very dangerous." 

"The invasion came as a sur- 
prise to us, there were a few 
skirmishes, but wc certainly did . 
not expect such a massive at* 
tack," he continued. 

Sinister Attempt 

"The whole thing is very si- 
nister. It is an attempt to brow- 
beat and humiliate India... We 
cannot know the motivations of 
this absurd war between India 
and China. It is very difficult 
to get intelligence of what the 
Chinese are doing." 

He went on to explain the 
difference between India and 
China, and why the Indians have 
been caught unprepared. "India 
is not a state which has organiz- 
ed herself for this warfare. Ever 
since her inception, she has 
been a peace-loving nation. 

In the case of China, howev- 
er, they have geared thehr whole 
economy for the fighting of this

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Recognition of Fraternities - A Plan 

For more than fifty years men's fraternUiej have func- 
tioned on the McGill campus; thousands of students hove 
been pledged and inducted at more than twenty different 
houses. Yet during all this time the Greeks have received 
no formal recognition by our Students' Executive Council or 
university authorities. Although in fact fraternities are very 
real organizations, in theory they do not even exist. Now, 
finally, a proposal has been drafted by the SEC which has 
received tentative approval from the fraternity presidents 
who will bring It to their respective houses; this proposal 
will allow for the official recognition of^ the Inter-Fralernity 
Council by the SEC. The provisions of this plan merit our 
consideration. - 

It is provided that no undergraduate fraternity shall 
exist at this university unless it is a member of the IFC, which 
will henceforth be the recognized representative of the houses 
on campus, and will receive "all rights and privileges accord- 
ed any society at present recognized." Whether it will also 
be subjected to alt the duties and obligations of these societies 
seems unclear. 

Perhaps the most significant provision In terms of a firm 
stand against closed-group parochialism and prejudice is the 
one prohibiting a member of the IFC from having "any dis- 
criminatory clauses pertaining to race or religion In its con- 
stitution."- As evidence' that such clauses are not present each 
house must present a written affidavit. It is doubtful whether 
more than three or four fraternities have such a constitutional 
limitation. These houses ore given the opportunity to change 
their constitutions, or ask permission of the notional secre- 
tariat, or if that is impossible to divoi-ce themselves from the 
central organization by. going local; finally, since no definite 
proof is required the rnembers can perjure theinselves under 
oath. Needless to say, ° since a|most^ay^)^hpyte. employs the 
veto system when admitting new^brolKers- this provision may 
affect little improvement ; If bigotry exists a mere constitu- 
tion amendment is of little consequence, yet it is a start that 
has parallels in the southern United States. 

It is further . stipulated that although the IFC is to be 
responsible for the conduct of its member organizations to 
the SEC the latter body will not directly deal with the Indi- 
vidual houses, but will exercise Its authority only through the 
IFC. This is the present situation In regard to the advisory 
board of the university. Next follows a meaningless statement 
doubtless inserted to appease the fraternities. "The powers 
which the IFC shall possess shall be decided by the IFC Con- 
stitution." Superficially this appears to indicate that the IFC 
, will not be bound by any outside agency, that its independ- 
ence 'will remain intact; actually it must be Interpreted as. 
subservierit to the other proposals and hence of no force tf 
this amendment is passed ; If the amendment was not passed 
this provision would be redundant. 

If the IFC should "endeavour to render itself ineffectual 

through legislation" presumably in the opinion of the SEC, 
the latter may, at the request of the IFC executive enforce 
the existing constitution, until the two bodies agree. However 
notwithstanding any of these provisions the IFC may, by a 
% vote, unilaterally withdraw from association with the Stu- 
dents' Society, and thereby revert to unofficial status. 

Some may be tempted to ask of what use Is this entire 
plan, if it has only a practical significance, and may be broken 
at anytime. Perhaps it will have little discernible practical 
effect. More likely however it will create o heightenecl aware- 
ness on the part of our student government of its responsibil- 
ities for all campus organizations, of its duty to try to perform 
those which represent the university poorly, of its role as a 
leader in oil phases^of university extra-curricular activity. 
As well the fraternities; may become more acutely aware and 
responsive to campus opinion, of their need to broaden hori- 
zons, particularly in the area of rushing policies. All this may 
seem far away; but at least it Is a beginning. 



Provincial Elections: An Analysis 

One of the questions attending the forthcoming provincial election Is the reason the go- 
vernment decided to go to the people with only 27 months of a four-year term having expired. 
The official Liberal explanation. is that their two years In office! have brought home to them the 
need for the nationalization of the private power companies, and that to undertake this gigantic 
task a new popular mandate is essential. 



The leader of the Union Nàtio- 
nalo Opposition, however, main- 
tains that the government has 
called a general election because 
the province is on the verge of 
bankruptcy, which is somewhat 
of a non-sequltur, and at times 
during thé campaign has denoun- 
ced this move as undemocratic, 
thus revealing his fears of losing 
seats. 

The third and perhaps most 
plausible explanation is that the 
issue of nationalization divided 
the Liberal cabinet and that the 
election was called both to heal 
an impending Inlraparty rift, if 
not to say split, and that the ma- 
noeuvre was calculated at the sa- 
me time to gain a greater Liberal 
victory on an appealing national- 
istic Issue. 

The Liberal party, it would 
seem, Is not as free from factio- 
nalism as the Premier would ha- 
ve us believe. It Is divided into 
a "reform" wing, led by René Lé- 
vcsque and the old guard patro- 
nage-oriented faction. Electoral 
requirements facilitate the conci- 
liation of rival factions In order 
to defeat the common enemy. 

New Climate 

It is clear that the Liberal vic- 
tory of 1060 marked a turning 
point in the political history of 
the province : next month's elec- 
tion Is being fought on new 



ground and hitherto heretical 
doctrines such as the necessity 
for some state planning to ensu- 
re economic expansion and pros- 
perity are now being put forth, 
with varying degrees of fervour 
by both sides. 

The Liberals have moved to- 
wards the acceptance of the wel- 
fare state as thefa: politico-econo-

mic ideal, and the Union Natio- 
nale have seen fit to promulgate 
a moderately reformist, manifes- 
to, their first of any kind since 
1036. Secondly, It is important 
to stress that public opinion has 
led the two parties to denounce 
the role of patronage in the elec- 
toral process, and, although in 
the case of the Union Nationale 
this denunciation may be moti- 
vated more by tactical conside- 
rations than by conviction, it ne- 
vertheless remains true that 
today In Quebec It has become a 
political liability to be accused 
"d'etre patroneux," It seems that 
It would be impossible for Mr. 
Johnson to effect the "retour aux 



origines", for the center In Que- 
bec politics has moved left. 

Personal Popularity 

It is Interesting to note, as 
well, the great, popularity during 
the campaign of both Mr. Léves- 
que and Jean-Jacques Bertrand, 
particularly among French uni- 
versity and Intellectual chrdes. 
These are men of unquestioned 
Integrity whose interests seem to 
be more than purely partisan in 
nature, and their activity seems 
to have struck a responsive chord 
in the hearts of the electorate, 
who may now be seeking to elect 
men who can solve the social, 
economic, and cultural problems 
besetting the province and not 
servers of more partlcularist 
party Interests. 

This election, I feel, should be 
seen as one belonging to a tran- 
sitional period in Quebec politics, 
a period in which a new system 
of government and administra- 
tion is emerging to cope with vast 
and hitherto much-neglected pro- 
blems. But it Is not safe to assu- 
me that the new order has been 
established and that the step ma- 
de in lOfiO was irreversible. 

The voter must decide whether 
the new order first presented as 
a goal by the Liberals in 1060 Is 
desirable and that, if so, that par- 
ty which is best fitted to ensure 
that what has been accomplished 
already towards this end will be 
maintained and added to.
